‘St. Louis has seen ~0»no reigning 
monareh of a European country 
within the remembrance of persons 
now living. There is a tradition that 
King Otho, or Otto, a Bavarian who 
was*the first ruler of the modern 
Kingdom of Greece, ‘was here in 
1836. The Prince of Wales, later 
King Edward VII of England, was 
in St. Louis in 1860. King Albert 
himself, then Crown Prince of Bel- 
gium, was here in May, 1898, but 


was traveling incognito, and the only 
demonstration in his honor was a 
small reception given by the Bel- 
gian Consul. Other royal person- 
ages who have visited St. Louis were 
Emperor Dom Pedro of Brazil, in | 
1876, and Prince Henry of Prussia, | 
brother of the now deposed Kaiser 
Wilhelm, and the Crown Prince of 
Siam, among the visitors to the 
World’s Fair period. . 

The..visits of these royal person- 
ages. were occasions of public inter- 
est; im which curiosity was predomi- 
nimt- None of them, unless it was 
the kindly and prosaic Brazilian 
ruler, had done anything of note for 
his-country. The case of King AIl- 
bert “is different. He is the one 
King’ Whom most Americans desire 
most to see and to honor. His reso- 
lute..tesistance to Germany's de- 
mands, from the moment when they 
were: made, his determination that 
his eOluntry, at whatever cost, should 
fulfill its duty, and his personal 
bravery in combat, have gained for 
jm the admiration of many of the 
miost:carnest opponents of monarchy 
and monarchs in generai. 


Interest in Cardinal Mercier. 


* Eutopean members of the College 
of Cafdinals have visited St. Louis 
in the past, but none has aroused the 
public interest which attaches. to 
Cardinal Mercier’s visit. Men and 
women.of all creeds and of no creed 
afe.4a4mirers of the Belgian  pri- 
mate, who has béen regarded as the 
most Neroic of nonmilitary, figures 
in Burope in the war period. For 
this reason, his visit to St. Louis is 
tfeated as equally a civic and a re- 
ligious event.

‘Practically all sales of Western farm 
lands in the regions where speculation is 
running wild stipulate that possession is 
not to be given until the first day of next 
March, at which time the agricultural 
season of 1920 will begin. The small 
down payments are made simply to bind 
the bargain that may have been agreed 
upon. In other words, they are margins, 
as has heretofore been stated. Probably 
90 per cent of the men who are buying 
farms confidently hope to sell them long 
before the coming of spring. ‘ 

Almost every sale is open to that in- 
ference. Instances already given in this 
article leave no other interpretation. Con- 
sider the following case: In 1917 a farm- 
er of 38 put away his reaper and his plow 
and moved to “town.” During May, 1919, 
he purchased a farm containing 311 acres 
for $314 an acre. 


The seller of this farm, a retired man, 
made a profit of $71,906.

Very often he finds it will cost less 
to remain where he is. 

Scores of families living in chilly tents and prepar- 
ing to face the winter in these fragile shelters: hun- 
dreds facing eviction because they cannot satisfy the 
avarice of profiteering landlords; passenger boats, 
abandoned trolley cars, old: buildings once marked 
for demolition, all eagerly sought by homeless families 
for domiciles—these are reports from various cities 
Which are noted for high wages and plenty of work! 

From Detroit comes word that its civic slogan, 
‘Where Life Is Worth Living,” seems likely to be ob- 
Scured by another, “Get While the Getting’s Good.”’ 
Owners of vacant flats there are said to be demand- 
ing bonuses ranging from $25 to $200 fer the privilege 
of renting or leasing them at $50 to $60 and upwards 
a month. The Mayor of Detroit, it is stated, has gone 
69 far as to advocate tar and feather parties for cer- 
tain profiteers, while the grand jury is considering 
ways of dealing with them according to more lawful 
methods. 

From a Northern city comes word of a viciously in- 
genious scheme adopted by some harpies. A vacant 
house or flat is stocked with cheap, second-hand fur- 
niture, and then the place is offered for rent to any- 
one who will buy the furniture in addition to paying 
a high rent. Householders, desperate to: find shelter 
for their families at any terms, agree to buy the fur- 
niture, though they do not need it. Soon after the 
transaction is completed the victim receives peremp- 
tory orders to get out.! He is compelled to do so, an- 
other stock of shoddy' furniture is installed, and the 
transaction is repeated over and over. ~ 

The County Prosecutor in one community reports 
that unscrupulous owners there are resorting to fake 
gales of property to disguise the extent of their plun- 
der. Property worth $10,000 is “sold’’ to an alleged 
purchaser for $12,500, and then bought back again 
for perhaps $15,000. The landlord then triumphantly 
appears on the scene with the record of these “sales” 
and uses them as a basis for demanding an increase 
of 50 per cent from his tenants. 

In other cases owners of property have resorted to 
a shady scheme to deceive prospective purchasers. 
The landlord notifies the

In 
one case the landlord and members of his family who 
assisted him ‘were fined a total of $90 for disturbance 
of the peace, with the alternative of 15-day jail sen-

In Detroit, with new residents arriving on every — 
train, but with the city straining every nerve to find 
homes for its present population, and with nearly. 
1000 persons, according to a poll made by the Mayor, 
facing the winter without assurance of shelter, it has 
been proposed to tie up some of the big lake steamers 
at the waterfront for the winter and rent their hun- 
dreds of staterooms to homeless families. The War 
Department was requested, but refused, to turn over 
its unoccupied army barracks there fer sheltering the 
homeless. An abandoned hatel, about to be turned into 
a warehouse, has been taken over to house shelterless 
families, and a private school dormitory, recently 
bought by the city and about to be torn down, has been 
equipped for the same purpose. The construction of 
700 portable garages, which later could be turned fo 
their proper purposes, and the use of the city’s port- 
able voting booths, are also being considered as meth- 
ods of remedy. 


Numerous cases have been reported in which seek- 
ers for shelter are informed that they can obtain it 
only by purchasing the property, usually at a much ee 
hanced figure. This often means the ejection of the 
tenant of the place purchased. In fact, many ejection 
processes may be traced to this cause. When the land- 
lord has a renter and a purchaser in prospect for the 
same property, it is the renter who suffers. 


Many householders have been driven to heroic meas- 
ures in order to keep a roof over the heads of their 
families. One working man in Brooklyn, with a wife 
and three children, solved the problem by building a 
shanty in the derelict district on the outskirts of the 
city. He spent $65 for lumber and built the so-called 
“bungalow” with his own hands. There he is prepared 
to defy the landlord and all his works. 


Sometimes, on out-of-town switches or in the yards 
of earbarns, are seen standing rows of dilapidated 
street cars, broken down from long service or too anti- 
quated for further use. It has become quite the fash- 
ion on Staten Island for 
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tenants of his property that 
although rents have gone up 
in other places, he, in the 
goodness of his heart, will 
permit them to remain at 
the old figure. All he asks 
is that, to prevent his fall- 
ing into the bad graces of 
his greedier confreres, the 
tenants accept rent receipts 
naming a much higher fig- 
ure than they are paying. 


Armed with these bogus 
receipts, representing a fic- 
titious return upon the prop- 
erty, the landlord sells his 
houses or apartments at an 
inflated figure. The new 
owner forthwith is com- 
pelled to put the “paper” in- 
creases into actual effect in 
order to get a legitimate re- 
turn upon his money. 


One of the most sinister 
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householders to purchase 
these cars, for which they 
pay from $25 to $100, and fit 
them up as “efficiency apart- 
ments.”” One family of four,

When Wagner was young, I was a child and I con- 
stantly attended the sessions of the Societe des Con- 
certs. The kettledrummer of that day had a peculiar 
habit of breaking in before the rest of the orchestra. 
When the others began, ,it produced an effect which 
the authors had hardly foreseen, and which was certain 
to be condemned. 

But the effect had a rather distinctive character, and 
I thought it might be possible to use it. Richard Wag- 
ner lived in Paris at the time and frequented the fa- 


mous concerts. There is no doubt that he noted this 


effect and used it in his overture to “Faust.”

WASTING 1,200,000 TREES EVERY YEAR 


HE amount of waste paper collected in all of 

Great Britain was about 1000 tons a week in 

1914. Ey 1918 this had been increased to 6000 

tons per week, or an increase of approximately 
500 per cent, said H. L. Baldensperger, Chief of the 
Waste Reclamation Service, United States Department 
of Commerce, in a speech to the Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs. 

‘Waste material is the protector of our aatural re- 
sources. Waste paper, utilized in the manufacture of 
other paper material, serves as a substitute for wood 
pulp. It requires eight trees of mature growth to 
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produce a ton of paper pulp. Every ton of waste pa- 
per which can be substituted will save eight trees 
for other uses. In our urban centers we send annual- 
ly to the dump approximately 13 tons of usable waste 
material] for every 1000 inhabitants, and 20 per cent of 
this tonnage is made up of waste paper. 

“Based on the approximation of the present popu- 
lation of our country, we are sending annually to the 
dump at least 150,000 tons of waste paper, or twice as 
much paper as was collected in all of Great Britain in 
1918. This amount represents the substituted power 
foi at least 1,200,000 trees of mature growth.”

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chases. 

In many regions of the West a down payment of 
5 per cent in cash will swing, temporarily, at least, 
a transaction amounting to $100,000. Ordinarily the 
land gambler pays $2000 in money, promises to pay, 
say, $20,000 on the first day of next March and gives 
a mortgage for the balance of his indebtedness. 

So immense has become the total sum payable on 
March 1, 1920, that state banking commissioners mM 
the West are much alarmed and it was at their sug- 
gestion, perhaps, that Secretary David F. Houston of 
the Department of Agriculture ordered eight investi- 
gators into the field. 

Speculating in farms is going on in all parts of 
the country. It has turned into a delirium, however, 
in Iowa, Central Illinois, Northern Missouri, Eastern 
Kansas, Nebraska and South and North Dakota, South- 
ern Minnesota and Western Indiana. Corn at $2 a 
bushel and pork at 20 cents a pound, on foot, are the 
figures that have turned sober. men into the wildest 
type of plungers. 

Seemingly no one.is asking, “How long will war 
prices of grain and meat continue?’ Nor, it would 
appear, is anyone inquiring, ‘““Who will meet the cash 
payments due next March?” 

The man who buys a farm today at the price of $400 
an acre confidently expects to sell it next week or 
next month for $425 or $450 an acre. When he sells, 
his obligation, to be met in the spring of 1920, passes 
with the land? 

And it passes, always. Therefore, a day of settle- 
ment is coming. In many cases, no doubt, the final 
owners of farms that are now in the whirlpool of 
speculation will be prepared to meet their payments. 
Banks then will simply debit one depositor and credit 
another. No money will be used. 

In hundreds of other cases, possibly in thousands of 
them, funds will have to be negotiated. The Farm 
Loan Board in Washington has notified the land banks 
under its jurisdiction not to advance more than $100 
an acre to borrowers. That amount goes but a 
short part of the way in a purchase that was made on 
a basis of four times the sum just named. 

Will the local banks, then, give the loans? And if 
they do not, what will happen? And if they do, what 
will happen? These are the questions that are giving 
thoughtful men a great deal of anxiety. There will 
be owners on March 1, 1920; just as many as there are 
at this moment. Will there be a cyclone? If there 
is a cyclone, will the last owners come through it 
safely? And if they are swept away, how many other 
men will keep them company? 


Corn, oats and pork are the chief products of Iowa. 
Some land in that State is of wonderful fertility. But 
all of the land is not alike. The gambling is being 
carried on in the richest agricultural regions. What 
is classified as a good farm will yield from 45 to 50 
bushels of corn to the acre. The Iowa average, how- 
ever, is only 33 3-10 bushels to the acre. In the United 
States as a whole the average is 25 8-10 bushels. 


As to oats, the Iowa average is 368-10 bushels; in 
the entire country it is 32 2-10 bushels. These figures 
are given to show why the storm center of farm 
gambling is located where it is. Iowa grows the corn 
that fattens its own swine. Some other pork-produc- 
ing states must buy their corn from outside, paying 
freight to the railroads, as well as a producer's profit 
to’ the growers. 

The frenzy that has turned Iowa into a regular agri- 
cultural Wall street may, in part, be understood by 
the reader of these lines when he thinks about the 
following sample cases: 

Seven years ago a farmer of 43 bought 100 acres of 
land for which he paid $185 an acre. In July, just 
passed, he sold the farm to a retired farmer living 
in town at $400 an acre. The first farmer made a 
profit of $215 an acre, or $21,500 altogether. The pur- 
chaser, himself an experienced farmer, paid $2000 in 
cash, agreed to pay $8000 in money on March 1, 1920, 
and gave a 10-year mortgage for $30,000, at 5 per cent. 

This man says that he bought the farm as an “in- 
vestment” and, will lease it to a tenant. But his in- 
terest charge will be $2000 a year, or $20 an acre. 
Does he expect ever to find a tenant who will pay 
enough to meet the interest? And where will he get 
the $8000 that he must have on hand March 1, next? 

On Jan. 15, this year, a real estate dealer pur- 
chased a farm of 186 acres at $275 an atre. Holding it 
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—Some amazing farm transactions 


for six months, he sold*the farm and received $380 an 
acre. The profit here was $19,350. Up to a year 
ago the purchaser had been a tenant. He paid the 
real estate dealer $2000 down, agreed to pay him $24,- 
000 next March and gave him a mortgage of $44,680, 
due in 10 years at 51-2 per cent interest. This, it 
will be noticed, was rather a.large and daring ven- 
ture for a man who was no more than a renter in 
1918. Between now and next March he must arrange 
for a cash payment of $24,000. Perhaps he hopes to 
sell the farm in the meantime and thus pass the bur- 
den to some other speculator. 

Another man belonging to the tenant class bought 
a quarter section, 160 acres, last May for $302 an acre, 
which meant a profit of $154 an acre to the seller. 
The transaction called for $48,320, cash and _ mort- 
gages, on which, at 51-2 per cent, the yearly interest 
will amount to $2416. This farm, up to its sale, was 
rented for $1600 a year. The profit of the seller was 
$24,640, less $640 commission paid to his agent. 


A farmer of 45, owning 240 acres of land, valued at 
$375 an acre, concluded to test his luck at gambling. 


-In July, this year, he bought 160 acres, six miles dis- 


tant from the farm on which he lives. He paid $45 
an acre for the land, which four days earlier had been 
sold for $425. The advance, it will be seen, was $6400, 
or $1600 every 24 hours. 


In this case the purchaser, a farmer it should be 
remembered, paid $2000 in money, bound himself to 
pay $26,000 in money on March 1, 1920, and gave a 
$46,000 mortgage, at 51-2 per cent, due in 10 years. 
The “investment” amounts to $74,400; the yearly in- 
terest is $4092, which is at the rate of $25 an acre. 
Will anyone deny that this farm has been ‘over- 
capitalized”? Can cheap corn be grown on the farm 
or cheap pork produced? 

Not often will a farmer admit that he is gambling 
in land. There is, however, one case on record. A 
man of 52, living on a large farm, purchased another 
tract of 120 acres at $210 an acre. He said he bought 
thé land on speculation. In less than three months 
he sold it for $300 an acre, or at an advance of $10,800. 
On the face of matters, he won. 

Two young farmers were the purchasers. The trans- 
action totaled $36,000. Only $1000, however, or less 
than 3 per cent, was paid down. Next March a cash 
payment of $7000 will be due. Two mortgages were 
given—one of $12,000 for 10 years at 5 per cent and 
the other of $16,000 for 12 years at 51-2 per cent. 
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this man is also a speculator, no matter what be says 
tu the contrary. 

Now and then, however, a farmer is found who is 
willing to pay a boom price for land that he plans to 
cultivate. Nineteen years ago a young man of 22 pur- 
chased a 123-acre farm at $60 an acre. Last May he 
sold it to another farmer at a profit of $35,670. 

He received $2000. The balance, $41,500, is to be paid 
next March. Practically, this was a cash transaction, 
or will have become one if the balance is met promptly, 
as was agreed, and is not deferred.. The purchaser, ia 
farmer aged 30, says that he will move on the land 
and operate it. His investment was $43,050. The 
money is worth at least 5 per cent. Interest, then, 
will amount to $2152.50, or about $17.50 an acre. In 
Iowa cash rent ranges usually from $7 to $10. This 
transaction, even if the land did cost $350 an acre, 
ranks among those that are called “conservative”’ 
among Iowans at this time. 

Thirty-five years ago a farm of 167 acres was sold 
for $40 an acre. A tenant recently has been paying a 
cash rent of $8 an acre for the land, which equals 
$1336 a year. On Aug. 1, 1919, this farm was bought 
by a commercial traveler for $22 5 an acre, or a lump: 
sum of $35,575. A margin of $2000 was given the seller. 
The commercial traveler is to pay $35,575 on the first 
day of next March. On the basis as it now exists, the 
buyer will receive $1336 year in rent and pay $2066 
in interest. Taxes will be another charge. The agent’s 
commission was $1000. Likely as not he is looking 
around in behalf of the commercial traveler for an- 
other buyer. 

In addition to the money he made in growing his 
crops, a landowner in Central Iowa, now 70 years of 
age, has amassed a small fortune through the increase 
in the value of his farm. He bought, in 1909, 348 
acres at $160 an acre. Last June he sold the farm 
for $350 an acre. His profit was $56,120, or an average 
of $5600 a @aar during the decade that he owned thé 
land. 

Two bankers were the purchasers. They made @ 
cash payment of $21,800 and gave the seller a mort- 
gage of $100,000. The bankers own seven other farms, 
containing about 1800 acres, all of which are in the 
market at marked-up prices. Another banker, pur- 
chasing 160 acres at $300, sold out inside of 30 days 
at $400. 

The proprietor of a garage bought, in April, also this 
year, a quarter section at $190 an acre. Thirty days 
later the land was sold for $220 an acre, at a profit 
to the owner of $4800. This farm, in 1918, had an esti-

lege men are enrolled in the R. O. T. C. -O- -O- 


ITH the basic principles set forth in 
the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions assured of acceptance through- 
out the civilized world, there is lit- 
tle chance that there will be another 
war of any _.great import, but de- 
spite this cheerful outlook, the United 
States of America will not again be embarrassed by 
any lack of material to train its troops should there 
be another call to arms. The creation of the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps through the act of 1916, now 
bearing fruit in nearly every college and university 
throwghout the country, gives assurance that, come 
what may, Uncle Samuel. will have an enormous stock 
of material in readiness to assemble and drill the units 
that go to make vast armies. 

St. Louis has creditable representation in the reserve 
officers’ organization through the Washington and St. 
Louis universities. In both schools companies are 
organized under the auspices of regular officers of 
the army, and there is real enthusiasm behind the 
work. And what is true of these schools is true of 
practically all the other colleges in the nation. 

Though the companies were formed only a few 
weeks ago and many of the embryonic officers have 
yet to receive the uniforms which the Government fur- 
nishes ‘as part of the training program, the instructions 
are going on with real spirit. Twice a week drills are 
conducted under the critical gaze of commissioned offi- 
cers, who are specially fitted for this character of 
service. The textbooks prepared by Col. James A. Moss 
o: the army and Capt. George R. Guild, professor of 
military science and tactics at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, which were approved by the War Department a 
year ago, are in use in every class enlisted under the 
R. O. T. C. emblem, There is the junior course for 
boys as young as 14 and the senior for those of more 
mature years and training. 

The theoretical training, as laid down in the pre- 
scribed course, calls for one hour each week in the 
classes, while two hours, at least, must be given to 
the drills. The junior course naturally begins with 
the simplest principles. The youngsters are put 
through a rigid ph'ysical training involving setting- 
up exercises before they are qualified to handle rifles. 
To reach the stage where they can hold sure enough 
guns in their hands’ and show how well they can ex- 
ecute the commands, is the fondest hope of every boy 
in the juvenile formations. 

The students taking military training, which runs 
over a course of four years, do so voluntarily, as there 
is nothing in the congressional act making it com- 


pulsory, but those who enter with the consent of par- 


ents or guardians are required to pass the military ex- 
aminations just as they are obligated to make good in 
other branches in the curricula of the various colleges 
and universities. The highest score obtainable in the 
military departnient allows two and one-half credits 
to make up the general average; hence a student who 
makes 85 per cent in all his other studies and scores 
the maximum in military science will have his aggre- 
gate increased two and a half points. By the same 
token, he will lose if he shirks or otherwise fails. 

St. Louis University has the larger enrollment of the 


two universities, due to the 
fact that ‘it maintains pre- 
paratory or high school de- 
partments, to which boys 
who have completed the 
eighth grade or grammar 
school instruction are ad- 
mitted, whereas only the 
more advanced students are 
registered at Washington.
